Lon Simmons Heads 
To Cooperstown 


Lon Simmons, one of the 
original voices of the San 
Francisco Giants, will be 
enshrined in the National 
Baseball Hall of Fame July 26 
as the Ford C. Frick Award 
winner, which is presented 
annually for major contribu- 
tions to baseball broadcasting. 


The Giants would like to dedicate the 2004 Media Guide 
in Simmons’ honor as he becomes just the 29th broad- 
caster to earn this prestigious award. 


The only man to announce the debuts for each of the 
club’s three San Francisco ballparks—Seals Stadium in 
1958, Candlestick Park in 1960 and SBC Park in 2000— 
Simmons joined the Giants in their charter season on 
the West Coast in 1958. At that point, the former minor 
league pitcher teamed with Hall of Famer Russ Hodges 
to form the greatest broadcasting team in franchise 
history and arguably the finest announcing team in 
sports history. 


The man known for his “tell it goodbye” home run call 
served as the voice of the Giants for 23 years over three 
different stints (1958-73, ‘76-78 and '96-2002). He also 
took his wit and charm to the broadcast booth of the 
Oakland Athletics for a 15-year run from 1981-95, before 
returning to the Giants in 1996 for the final seven sea- 
sons of an illustrious career.

Recognized as one of Major League Baseball's most progressive leaders, 
Peter Magowan enters his 12th season as the Giants’ president and man- 
aging general partner. A longtime resident of San Francisco and lifelong 
baseball enthusiast, Magowan is credited with playing a critical role in 
two major events that kept the Giants in Northern California. 

In an 11th-hour effort, Magowan and a group of civic-minded San 
Franciscans saved the Giants from relocating to Tampa Bay in December 
1992. The successful rescue had special meaning for Magowan, a New 
York native who moved to San Francisco with his family about the same 
time the Giants moved west in 1958. 

Then in December 1995, Magowan unveiled a revolutionary plan to build a new 41,000-seat ball- 
park at China Basin which would further ensure successful Major League Baseball in San Francisco 
well into the 21st Century, The Giants’ president, determined to eliminate any public taxpayer assis- 
tance, announced that the new baseball park 
would be the first privately financed Major 
League ballpark in more than 30 years. Three 
months later, the teams “Yes on B” campaign 
passed in overwhelming lashion, as San . E

Francisco after signing him as a free agent in 
Dec, 1992, Magowan has ensured that the six-time MVP will [finish his career in a Giants uniform. 
Prior to the 2002 campaign, he signed Bonds to a five-year contract with a 10-year personal servie- 
es contract following his playing days. 

He has a strong commitment to putting a successful team on the field, During the 11 years that 
he has been in charge, the Giants overall won-loss record is exceeded only by the Atlanta Braves and 
New York Yankees. 

Magowan’ aggressive and innovative management style, as well as his well-known business acu- 
men, has earned him assignments on some of Major League Baseball's most influential committees— 
labor relations, strategic planning, equal opportunity, and just last January the Executive Committee. 

Since assuming the clubS reins in 1993, Magowan has been the recipient of many community 
awards. The San Francisco Business Times, in recognition of his efforts to keep the Giants in San 
Francisco, named Magowan their 1993 Bay Area Business Executive of the Year. In addition, the 
Commonwealth Club of California honored him and other team investors with the prestigious 1993 
Distinguished Citizens Award. 

In recognition of the Giants becoming the first professional sports team to stage a benelit game 
for AIDS, Magowan was presented a Special Achievement Award for Outstanding Leadership and 
Commitment to HIV/AIDS Awareness at the 1995 AIDS Update Conference. In 1999, the Harvard 
Business School named him Bay Area Business Leader of the Year. 

Magowan has spent 34 years with Safeway, Inc. He was named chairman and CEO on January 1, 
1980. He relinquished the CEO title and left the day-to-day operations in April 1993 alter becoming 
president and managing general partner of the San Francisco Giants. In May of 1998 he retired from 
his position as chairman, though he remains a director. Magowan also serves as a director on the 
boards of DaimlerChrysler A.G. and Caterpillar, Inc. 

A 1964 Stanford graduate with a degree in American literature, Magowan received his masters 
degree in politics, philosophy and economics from Oxford University. He also completed two years 
of additional postgraduate work at the Johns Hopkins School of Advanced International Studies, He 
and his wile, Debby, live in San Francisco.

EXECUTIVE VICE PRESIDENT AND CHIEF OPERATING OFFICER 


A fourth generation San Franciscan with impeccable credentials in the 
world of marketing, television, film and politics, Larry Baer has gained a 
national reputation as one of professional sports’ leading visionaries. The 
46-year-old Baer, a limited partner of the Giants’ ownership group who 
has served as executive vice president of the team since December 1992, 
also was named chief operating officer of the franchise in May 1996. In 
that same year, he was named president of the China Basin Ballpark 
Corporation (CBBC), a private entity formed by Giants investors to 
finance and build the new ballpark, which opened in April 2000, 

Under his direction, the Giants enjoyed perhaps their finest hour in 
San Francisco in 2000. The franchise sold 3,315,000 tickets, shattering the all-time club attendance 
record by more than 700,000, Pacific Bell Park opened to widespread acclaim as one of the “best ball- 
parks ever built,” and Baer joined team president Peter Magowan in being honored with throwing out 
the first pitch at the park’s historic Opening Day April 11, 2000. The club has enjoyed continued suc- 
cess at the newly named SBC Park, leading the National League in attendance each of the last three 
years and leading all of baseball in sponsorship revenue, while branding the park as one of the most 
popular venues in the country for special events. 

The San Francisco Lowell High School graduate was the driving force behind every phase of the 
ballpark project, including the park’ original design by HOK Sports; the successful voter campaign 
in March 1996; the subsequent private financing package that featured the highly successful Charter 
Seat program; the unprecedented drive to secure a record 29,500 season ticket holders, and the final 
construction of the facility—a San Francisco landmark, 

Baer is responsible for the overall day-to-day functioning of the Giants organization, both on the 
business and baseball sides of the operation. A key leader in assembling the new ownership group 
and negotiating the 1992 sale which kept the Giants in San Francisco, he has been a key strategist 
and negotiator of the club’s major transactions since that time, beginning with the Barry Bonds sign- 
ing in November 1992. 

Alter earning Phi Beta Kappa honors at the University of California in 1980, Baer joined the 
Giants as the clubs marketing director. During his initial three-year stint with the Giants, he helped 
direct the highly acclaimed “Croix de Candlestick" campaign, among other successful promotional 
events. In 1983, he left the Giants to attend Harvard Business School, followed by a four-year tenure 
at Westinghouse Broadcasting in San Francisco and New York, He finally returned to the Giants in 
December 1992 from CBS, Inc. in New York, where he had served as special assistant to the network's 
chairman, Laurence Tisch. 

In 1996, Baer was accorded the San Francisco Distinguished Leadership Award, a highly coveted 
honor given to individuals who have contributed to their community and provided leadership for a 
better quality of life. In addition, the Giants executive received the prestigious “Sports Torch of 
Learning Award” by the Scopus Society of the American Friends of The Hebrew University in 1995 
and the Anti-Defamation League’ Torch of Liberty Award in 2001. 

Baer also serves on the boards of the San Francisco Chamber of Commerce, the California 
Academy of Sciences, the San Francisco Committee on Jobs, the Boys and Girls Club of San Francisco 
and the Northern California Special Olympics. 

Baer and his wife, Pam, reside in San Francisco with their four children.

Brian Sabean, whose distinguished baseball pedigree and shrewd player 
acquisitions have transformed the Giants into the National League’ sec- 
ond-winningest team over the past seven seasons, was named San 
Francisco senior vice president and general manager Sept. 30, 1996. 

Since Sabean assumed the GM reins, the Giants have won a National 
League pennant (2002), three NL West Division flags (1997, 2000 and 
2003), been a Wild Card entry (2002) and forced a Wild Card tie-break- 
er game with Chicago in 1998, while posting a 647-486 mark during that 
seven-year span. The Giants have finished in either first- or second-place 
in the division each of his seven seasons, marking the first time that's 
occurred since the nine-year span of 1917-25. In fact, his teams have only 
played 11 contests since the beginning of the 1997 season that havent had any post-season implica- 
tions (final nine games in 1999 and last two in 2001). Its also been 35 years since a San Francisco 
team has won more games over a seven-year period than this current Giants group. The 1962-68 
teams won 648 contests, just one more than the 647 accomplished by the 1997-2003 Giants. 

In his 12th year with the organization and 19th season as a baseball front office executive. the 47- 
year-old Sabean was honored as Major League Baseballs Executive of the Year by both The Sporting News 
and Baseball America in 2003. In his very first year as the Giants’ GM, the Concord, NH native finished 
second in The Sporting News’ 1997 Executive of

baseball, Sabean has completed major overhauls 
over each of the last two off-seasons since the Giants’ World Series appearance in 2002. With his additions 
for the 2003 campaign of manager Felipe Alou, Ray Durham, Edgardo Alfonzo, Marquis Grissom and Jose 
Cruz, Jr. during the off-season and mid-season pickups Sidney Ponson, Dustin Hermanson, Matt Herges, 
Eric Young and Jeffrey Hammonds, San Francisco became just the ninth team in Major League history to 
go Wire-to-wire in winning the National League West with a 100-61 ledger. The Executive of the Year con- 
tinued his tinkering this past off-season by acquiring All-Star catcher AJ. Pierzynski along with pitcher Brett 
Tomko and outfielders Michael Tucker and Dustan Mohr for the 2004 campaign. All told, Barry Bonds and 
J.T. Snow are the only two starting position players remaining from the 2002 N.L. pennant winners. 

Before his promotion to GM in 1996, Sabean served one season as the club’ senior vice president, 
player personnel in 1995 and enjoyed a three-year stint as assistant to the general manager and vice 
president of scouting/player personnel. Prior to joining the Giants, Sabean played a vital role in devel- 
oping the Yankees’ farm system into one of baseballS finest. During his eight-year tenure with the 
Yankees, he held several positions of increasing responsibility, including director of scouting [rom 
1986-90 and vice president of player development/scouting from 1990-92. 

Sabean, who graduated from Concord (NH) High School in 1974 and Eckerd College (St. 
Petersburg, FL) in 1978, served as an assistant baseball coach at St. Leo College in St. Leo, FL in 1979 
and the University of Tampa from 1980-82. He was then promoted to head coach at Tampa in 1983, 
holding that post for two years, compiling a 61-36 record and making the schools first-ever appearance 
in an NCAA regional tournament in 198+, Sabean has four sons, Colin. Sean. Brendan and Darren.

VICE PRESIDENT AND ASSISTANT GENERAL MANAGER 


in his third decade in Major League Baseball, Ned Colletti enters his 24th year 
in the game. This season marks his tenth year with the Giants organization 
and his eighth as the assistant general manager to Brian Sabean. 

He is a prominent member of Sabean’s baseball braintrust that has helped 
the Giants average 93 wins a season from 1997-2003, including winning the 
National League pennant in 2002 and division championships in 1997, 2000 
and 2003. In addition to handling all Major League contract negotiations, his responsibilities include 
assisting Sabean in acquiring players via trade or free agency and building the Major League club, 
which in the last seven seasons has played only 11 games (of 1,134) while eliminated from post-sea- 
son contention. He is also responsible for overseeing waiver and rule compliance and managing the 
Major League payroll and budgeting. 

Colletti, who has negotiated more than 340 Major League contracts, has been responsible for signing 
such premier players as current and former Most Valuable Player Barry Bonds, along with All-Star and Cy 
foung Award runner-up Jason Schmidt and key players such as Ray Durham, Robb Nen, Kirk Rueter, 
Marquis Grissom and Edgardo Alfonzo. Colletti works closely with Dick Tidrow in signing the organiza- 
tion’ top picks in the annual First Year Player Draft. During the last six years, the Giants have signed 128 
of the organization’ top 139 selections, including all but one of the players selected in the first 10 rounds. 

Prior to joining the Giants organization in 1994, Colletti worked for the Chicago Cubs, beginning 
his Major League Baseball career in 1982. He worked in both the media relations and baseball depart- 
ments in Chicago, assisting in player contract negotiations, including those of potential Hall of 
Famers Ryne Sandberg, Andre Dawson and Greg Maddux. In addition, he handled salary arbitration 
cases and assisted in player acquisitions. He was a key member of the organization when the Cubs 
won N_L. Eastern Division titles in 1984 and 1989, He was honored by Major League Baseball with 
the Robert O. Fishel Award for Public Relations Excellence in 1990. 

The Chicago native graduated from Northern Illinois University and East Leyden High School in 
Franklin Park, IL, the same high school attended by Denver Broncos head coach Mike Shanahan, Toronto 
Raptors yeneral manager Glen Grunwald and former NBA head coach Jimmy Rodgers. He was inducted 
into the Triton College Sports Hall of Fame in 1993, entering the same time as Kirby Puckett, Lance Johnson 
and Jeff Reboulet. Ned and Gayle have two children, Lou and Jenna. Ned's brother Doug has been a mem- 
ber of the Chicago Bears’ radio broadcast team for the past 18 seasons.

A former American League Rookie Pitcher of the Year and 13-year Major 
League veteran, Dick Tidrow enters his stxth season as the Giants’ vice presi- 
dent, player personnel and his 11th year overall with the club. 

Another invaluable cog in Brian Sabean’s inner circle, Tidrow came to the 
organization prior to the 1994 campaign, serving as the clubs Major League 

= scout for the American League. He was promoted to special assistant to the 
general manager in 1996, and was elevated to director of player personnel prior to the 1997 season. 
His current responsibilities include providing Major League player recommendations for trade or free 
agent signings as well as overseeing the player development and scouting areas of the organization. 
His judgement for talent, whether acquired or developed through the clubs farm system, can be seen 
ihroughout the roster of the Major League club. 

Prior to joining the Giants organization, Tidrow served as a special assignment scout with the 
New York Yankees from 1985 through 1993. The former right-handed pitcher, nicknamed “Dirt,” 
enjoyed parts of 13 years in the majors [rom 1972-84. He was honored as The Sporting News A.L- 
Rookie Pitcher of the Year as a starter with the Cleveland Indians in 1972, while also capturing pen- 
nant and World Series rings as a reliever with the Yankees in 1976 and ‘77, respectively. He later 
pitched for the Cubs, White Sox and Mets. His lifetime numbers show a 100-94 record with 55 saves 
and a 3.68 ERA.

Ron Perranoski 
SPECIAL ASSISTANT TO THE GENERAL MANAGER 


Ron Perranoski, who brings more than 40 years of professional baseball expe- 
rience to the Giants, enters his tenth season in the San Francisco organization 
and fifth year as special assistant to the general manager. 

Perranoski, regarded as one of the greatest pitching coaches in Major 
League history, serves General Manager Brian Sabean im the areas of scouting 
and player development at both the major and minor league levels. 

The former left-hander first joined the Giants as coordinator of minor league pitching in 1995, 
with four of his farmhands earning Pitcher of the Year awards in their respective leagues during his 
two-year tenure at that post, He joined Dusty Baker's Major League staff as bench coach in 1997, then 
was named pitching coach the following season. 

Prior to his stint with San Francisco, Perranoski served as the Los Angeles Dodgers’ pitching 
coach for 14 seasons (1981-94), During that period, the Dodgers’ staff ranked either first or second 
in the league for ERA nine times. His 1981 and 1988 staffs pitched Los Angeles to World Series titles. 

He also enjoyed a sparkling 13-year career as a Major League pitcher, posting a 79-74 record with 
the Dodgers, Twins, Tigers and Angels. The left-handed relief specialist registered a 54-41 mark with 
a 2.56 ERA and 101 saves for Los Angeles in eight campaigns (1961-67, 1972). He still ranks filth in 
saves and fourth in games pitched (457) on the Dodgers’ all-time list. He led the league in winning 
percentage with a 16-3 (.842) record in 1963 and pitched in three World Series for the Dodgers. 

His first coaching assignment came with the Dodgers in 1973, holding the position of minor 
league pitching instructor for eight years. 

Perranoski and his wife, June, live in Vero Beach, FL, He has three grown sons—Ron, Brad and Mike. 


Jack Hiatt 


DIRECTOR OF PLAYER DEVELOPMENT 


Jack Hiatt, a former Giants player, is in his 13th season as the team’s director 
of player development, Prior to this assignment, Hiatt spent two seasons 
assisting then-Minor League Director Carlos Alfonso, one year as a roving 
catching instructor (1989) and one campaign (1988) as the manager of the 
Giants’ rookie league club in Pocatello, ID, Hiatt is chiefly responsible for the 
assignment, development and evaluation of players throughout the Giants 
farm system, which is now rated as one of baseball's finest.

Prior to joining the Giants player development staff, Hiatt worked as a coach and manager in the 
Cubs, Angels and Astros organizations, including a stint as a Major League coach with Chicago in 
1981. Hiatt and his wife, Sherlyn, reside in Gleneden, OR. 


Robert E. Quinn 


SENIOR ADVISOR, ARIZONA OPERATIONS 


Bob Quinn, a former Major League Executive of the Year who’ been in pro- 
fessional baseball for more than 40 years, begins his 12th season with the 
organization and his first year as senior advisor, Arizona operations. Quinn, 
who is in his seventh year working the Giants operation in Arizona, will act 
as a consultant to Alfonso Felder who now oversees the Spring Training oper- 
ation, Since 1998, Quinn has acted as the Giants’ liaison with the “Charros" 
sports group, which represents the City of Scottsdale in the team’ lease agreement for Scottsdale 
Stadium, and the nearby Indian School workout facility during Spring Training. 

Quinn served as the Giants senior vice president and general manager from 1993-96, a period in 
which the club posted a .503 winning percentage (293-290), He is a third-generation baseball exec- 
utive: his grandfather, J.A. Quinn, was the general manager for four Major League teams, and his 
father, John, held the same post with the Braves for 23 years and with the Phillies for another 13 sea- 
sons. A native of Boston, Quinn has held Major League executive positions ranging from vice presi- 
dent of player development and scouting for the Cleveland Indians to general manager of the Yankees 
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(1986-88) and the Reds (1989-91), He built a World Championship team in Cincinnati in 1990 and 
was named the Major League Executive of the Year by The Sporting News that year. 

Quinn and his wife, Kathryn, live in Scousdale, AZ. They have two sons, Mike and Bob, the sen- 
ior Vice President and Chief Financial Officer for the Milwaukee Brewers, and four grandchildren.

Ted Uhlaender, who started his baseball career in 1961, returned to the Giants 
organization in 2002 after a two-year hiatus as the first base coach for the 
Cleveland Indians. The former Major League outfielder returned to a role 
which he held with San Francisco from 1998-99 as a special assistant to Brian 
} Sabean, scouting and advancing Major League teams as well as other special 
assignments in the minor leagues. 

Prior to joining the Giants for the 1998 season, the McAllen, TX product worked for the Arizona 
Diamondbacks as they prepared for the November, 1997 expansion draft. Previously, Uhlaender 
worked in the New York Yankees organization [rom 1989-96, serving as a minor league coach and as 
the Yankees’ advance scout for manager Buck Showalter in 1994-95. Following his playing career, he 
served a two-year stint as a manager in the independent Texas-Louisiana League in 1974-75, before 
working in private business until joining the Yankees in 1989. 

Uhlaender, 61, spent eight seasons in the big leagues as an outfielder, hitting .263 with 36 home 
runs and 285 RBI over 898 career contests with Minnesota, Cleveland and Cincinnati from 1965-72. 

A Baylor University graduate with a degree in business administration, Uhlaender and his wile, 
Karen, reside in Parshall, CO with their children, Katie (18) and B,J. (17).

SPECIAL ASSISTANT, PLAYER PERSONNEL 


Jim Davenport, who was a member of the original 1958 San Francisco Giants, 
enters his 40th campaign with the organization, having played, coached and 
managed at both the major and minor league levels. He will serve as a roving 
instructor and a special assignment scout as directed by Brian Sabean. 

The All-Star third baseman has held his current position six of the last 
seven years. However, Davenport was asked to skipper triple-A Fresno in 
1998 during the Grizzlies’ maugural campaign, piloting the squad to the Pacific Coast League 
Southern Division championship. He also served as the first base coach for San Francisco in 1996 
after managing then triple-A Phoenix during the second half of the 1995 campaign.

Davenport, 
69, posted a .258 lifetime batting average in 1,501 Major League contests. He earned All-Star status 
and a Gold Glove in 1962 and was voted by the fans as the third baseman on the Giants’ 25th 
Anniversary Dream Team in 1982.

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Willie Mays 


ASSISTANT TO THE PRESIDENT 


Regarded by many as the best all-around player in baseball history, Willie Mays 
returned to San Francisco in 1986 and now enters his 17th season in the Giants’ 
front office. In 1993, in one of his first public statements alter assuming owner- 
ship of the team, Giants President and Managing General Partner Peter 
Magowan announced that the franchise was signing Mays to a lifetime contract. 

The Giants president also announced in 1997 that the front entrance of the 
club’ new ballpark would feature a world-class statue of Mays and the official address of the park 
would be 24 Willie Mays Plaza, In his current front-office capacity, the 72-year-old Mays keeps an 
active schedule throughout the year as a Giant emissary, He visits the Giants’ minor league teams, as 
well as Spring Training camp. The Westfield, AL native also makes appearances on behalf of the club 
at a variety of civic and charitable events throughout the Bay Area, including Giants Community 
Fund activities, the San Francisco Food Bank and the Whitney Young Child Development Center in 
Hunter's Point. For several years, he has also made generous contributions to needy children through- 
out the country through his own Say Hey Foundation charity. 

Asa player, Willie enjoyed an extraordinary 22-year Major League career, which included 24 All- 
Star Game appearances and 12 Gold Glove awards, He was elected to the Baseball Hall of Fame in 
1979, his first year of eligibility (the ninth player to make it on his first try). Mays’ uniform number 
has been retired by the Giants, as he remains the franchise leader in games played (2,857), at-bats 
(10,477), runs (2,011), hits (3,187), doubles (504), home runs (646), total bases (5,907) and extra 
base hits (1,289), He was voted an All-Star 20 times, was a .302 lifetime hitter, and his 660 career 
home runs still rank third all-time behind Hank Aaron (755) and Babe Ruth (715). 

As the 20th Century ended in 1999, Mays received numerous honors as one of the premier ath- 
letes of the past 100 years, The Sporting News ranked him second only to Babe Ruth among the 100 
greatest baseball players of the century, ESPN picked him No. 8 in their ranking of the top 50 ath- 
letes of the century, 

Mays also serves as a public relations executive for Bally’s Resorts. He and his wife, Mae, make 
their home in Atherton 


Willie McCovey 


SENIOR ADVISOR 


Willie MeCovey, whose Hall of Fame playing career with the San Francisco 
Giants spanned four decades, enters his fifth season as senior advisor to the 
team, 

McCovey, who had hit more home runs (521) than any other left-handed 
hitter in National League history before Barry Bonds passed him in 2001, 
began his first formal association with the Giants’ current ownership group in 
2000, He had previously made special public appearances on an ad hoc basis for the present and pre- 
vious administrations over the past several years, but had not held a formal front office position with 
the team since 1986. 

In honor of the Hall of Fame great, the portion of San Francisco Bay behind right field at SBC 
Park has been named “McCovey Cove.” In 2003, the Giants unveiled a statue of McCovey at China 
Basin Park, which is located across from SBC Park on the southern shoreline of McCovey Cove. 

in his current position, McCovey offers his expertise to Giants players when possible, appearing 
at Spring Training and during the regular season. He also makes occasional speaking appearances, 
and performs other valuable functions for the team, 

One of the most respected and feared hitters in baseball during his 22-year career in the Major 
Leagues, McCovey was a six-time All-Star, ranks second to Lou Gehrig in career grand slams (18) and 
hit the most homers (231) ever at Candlestick Park. “Stretch” also established a Major League record 
for most seasons played (22) as a first baseman. In addition, he became the filth player in MLB his- 
tory to earn back-to-back home run and RBI titles, hitting 36 homers and driving in 105 runs in 1968 
and then capturing NL Most Valuable Player honors with 45 home runs and 126 RBI in 1969, 

McCovey, 66, has made an on-field appearance at the close of every season—with the exception 
of a few recent years due to his knee ailments—to present the Willie Mac Award. The only Giants 
award ever named alter a former player, the Willie Mac Award was established in 1980 and is given 
to the Giants player who best exemplifies the spirit and leadership consistently shown by McCovey 
throughout his career,

Orlando Cepeda 


COMMUNITY REPRESENTATIVE 


Orlando Cepeda, who was inducted into the Baseball Hall of Fame in 1999, 
is recognized nationally for his humanitarian efforts as an ambassador for 
baseball and the San Francisco Giants. He begins his 15th season as a com- 
munity representative for the team and is a member of the Giants Community 
Fund Advisory Board. 

In his current role, the “Baby Bull” visits inner-city schools in the Bay Area 
and throughout the United States, speaking to “at-risk” children about the dangers of drugs and alco- 
hol. The 66-year-old Ponce, PR. native also serves as the honorary spokesman for the Crohn's & 
Colitis Foundation of America, 

A lifetime .297 hitter with 379 home runs and 1,364 RBI during his 17-year playing career with 
the Giants, Cardinals, Braves, As, Red Sox and Royals, Cepeda hit a home run against the Dodgers in 
his very first Major League game April 15, 1958. He went on to win 1958 Rookie of the Year hon- 
ors, the 1966 Comeback Player of the Year award, the 1967 NL Most Valuable Player trophy and 
1973 Designated Hitter of the Year laurels. He appeared in three World Series, was a six-time All-Star 
and hit over .300 nine times in his career. 

On July 25, 1999, Cepeda was inducted into the Baseball Hall of Fame during ceremonies in 
Cooperstown, NY. He became only the second Puerto Rico native to enter the Hall, joining the late 
Roberto Clemente. Two weeks earlier on July 11, 1999, Cepeda had his uniform No. 30 retired by 
the Giants during ceremonies at Candlestick Park. As the ninth player in the Giants’ 121-year histo- 
ty to have his jersey number retired, he joined Willie Mays, Willie McCovey and Juan Marichal as the 
only four San Francisco players to receive such an honor. 

In 1993, the Baby Bull was also inducted into the Puerto Rico Sports Hall of Fame, while in 1999, 
he was elected to the Missouri Sports Hall of Fame for his great years with the St. Louis Cardinals 
which followed his tenure with the Giants. This past off-season, he was one of four men to receive 
the Major Jeague Baseball Players Alumni Associations Achievement Awards, the MLBPAAS highest 
alumni honor. He was joined by Jim Bunning, Al Kaline and the late Roger Maris. 

Orlando and his wife, Miriam, reside in Fairfield. They have four sons—Orlando, Jr., Hector, 
Malcolm and Ali Manuel. 


Vida Blue 


COMMUNITY REPRESENTATIVE 


One of the most popular athletes in Bay Area sports history, Vida Blue enters 
his 14th year as a community representative for the Giants. 

Blue, who enjoyed an illustrious 17-year Major League career which 
included stints with the As (1969-77) and Giants (1978-81, 1985-86), plays 
a major role in San Franciscos community outreach program. The 54-year-old 
Mansfield, LA native makes numerous speaking appearances on behalf of the 
team, and is involved in a variety of other charitable events, clinics, media appearances, field dedi- 
cations, golf outings and community caravans. Blue is commissioner of the “Junior Giants” youth 
baseball program, which serves youngsters aged 8-17 throughout the Bay Area. The program is 
endowed by the Giants Community Fund. 

Originally a second-round draft choice by the Kansas City As in 1967, Blue proved to be one of 
the game's most dominant pitchers of his era. He reached the coveted 20-win plateau three times dur- 
ing his career, and was the author of one no-hitter (vs, Minnesota, Sept. 21, 1970), five one-hitters, 
four two-hitters, seven three-hitters and 27 four-hitters during his tenure. In 1971, he posted a 24- 
8 record and league-best 1.82 ERA with eight shutouts for Oakland, earning both the American 
League MVP and Cy Young awards. He finished his Major League career with a record of 209-161, 
3.26 ERA, 143 complete games and 37 shutouts, He was inducted into the Bay Area Sports Hall of 
Fame in 1996. 

During the Giants’ farewell season to Candlestick Park, Blue was also named to the 19805 All- 
Decade Team, as voted by members of the Bay Area sports media.

Rules of Interest 


RELIEF PITCHERS’ SAVE RULE: A pitcher is credited with a Save when he meets all three 
of the following conditions: 1) he is the finishing pitcher in a game won by his club, 2) he is 
not the winning pitcher, and, 3) he qualifies under one of the following conditions: a) he 
enters the game with a lead of no more than three runs and pitches for at least one inning, 
or, b) he enters the game with the potential tying run either on base, at bat 

or on deck, or, c) he pitches effectively for at least three innings. 


PLAYER LIMITS: 40, until Opening Day, when the number must be reduced to 25, until 
September 1, when it again becomes 40. 


FIELDING CHAMPIONSHIP QUALIFICATIONS: The individual fielding champions shall be 


the fielders with the highest fielding average at each position, provided: 


(1) A catcher must have participated as a catcher in at least one-half the number of 
games scheduled for each club in his league that season; 


(2) An infielder or outfielder must have participated at his position in at least two-thirds of 
the number of games scheduled for each club in his league that season; 


(3) A pitcher must have pitched at least as many innings as the number of games sched- 
uled for each club in his league that season. EXCEPTION: If another pitcher has a field- 
ing average as high or higher, and has handled more total chances in a lesser number of 
innings, he shall be the fielding champion. 


CONSECUTIVE-GAME HITTING STREAKS: A consecutive-game hitting streak shall not be 
terminated if all the player's plate appearances (one or more) result in a base on balls, hit 
batsman, defensive interference or a sacrifice bunt. The streak shall terminate if the player 
has a sacrifice fly and no hit.

Retired Uniform Numbers 


In the storied 121-year history of Giants baseball, nine former players or managers have enjoyed 
careers worthy of their jersey numbers being retired by the club. Only the New York Yankees (15) 
and the Los Angeles Dodgers (10) have retired more numbers. The nine Giant greats are honored at 
SBC Park with their names and retired uniform numbers displayed atop the Giants dugout and 
along the left field suite level facade. 

Christy Mathewson and John McGraw, who both predated the use of numbers on jerseys, are rec- 
ognized along with fellow New York Giants Bill Terry (#3), Mel Ott (#4) and Carl Hubbell (#11). 
Willie Mays (#24), who played for the club on both coasts, joins former San Francisco stars Juan 
Marichal (#27), Orlando Cepeda (#30) and Willie McCovey (#44) in this select group. 

The Giants also honor Jackie Robinson, whose uniform number (42) was retired throughout 
Major League Baseball in 1997 to commemorate the 50th anniversary of his arrival in the big leagues.

Amaury Pi-Gonzalez 


Amaury Pi-Gonzalez, a broadcaster in the Bay Area lor three decades, begins his 10th 
season as the Giants Spanish play-by-play voice. Pi-Gonzalez, who handled the play- 
by-play chores for all Golden State Warriors games for seven years, previously served 
as the Spanish voice of the Oakland As for 17 seasons. Born in Cuba, Pi-Gonzalez 
moved to Florida in 1961, auending the University of Miami and broadcasting on 
MiamiS WFAB Radio. A multi-sport broadcaster, he has covered the World Series, the Super Bowl, boxing, 
basketball and soccer for Spanish radio. Inducted into the Cuban Professional Sports Hall of Fame in 2004 
as a broadcaster, Pi-Gonzalez serves on the board of directors as vice president of the Hispanic Heritage 
Museum in San Francisco, and is a writer and co-owner of the popular website www.latinobaseball.com. Pi- 
Gonzalez and wile, Gail, reside in Fremont. They are parents to two sons, Jonathan and Geollrey. 


Erwin R. Higueros 


Erwin Higueros begins his sixth full season, his seventh overall in the Giants’ 
Spanish language radio booth. Higueros has the distinction as the only Spanish 
language announcer to broadcast games in three professional sports. A three-sport 
announcer, he is the Spanish language voice of the NFLs Oakland Raiders, the for- 
mer play-by-play commentator for the NHLs San Jose Sharks and he also handled 
Spanish broadcast duties for the Oakland As. Born in Guatemala, he moved to the United States when 
he was 12 years old. A graduate of Fremont High School in Oakland, he attended Cal State Hayward. 
Higueros resides in Oakland with his wife, Maria, and two children, Claudia and Erwin, Jr. 


Tito Fuentes 


Tito Fuentes returns to the Giants’ Spanish language broadcast booth alter a 12- 
year absence. Fuentes previously served as a member of the Spanish language 
broadcast team from 1981-92, and has since broadcast for FOX Sports 
International which is aired in Latin America. An active participant in the Giants’ 
marketing efforts, he is a regular participant in the Giants Fantasy Camp and 
Giants Cruise. A former Major League second baseman who played for the Giants from 1965-74, 
Fuentes saw big league action with San Diego, Detroit and Oakland. The Havana, Cuba native was a 
.268 hitter over his 13-year career, and was voted the starting second baseman on the Dream Team 
for the Giants’ 25th Anniversary team by San Francisco fans in 1982. He and his wile, Elvia, reside 
in Reno, Nevada,

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Commitment to the Community 


The San Francisco Giants boast one of the premier com- 
munity outreach programs in professional sports, host- 
ing a variety of unique and innovative programs and 
contributing more than $2 million in cash and in-kind 
donations each year. In 1993, the Giants set the stan- 
dard for Major League Baseball, becoming the first team 
to implement a 100 percent player participation pro- 
gram. Since then, the Giants have continued this tradi- 
tion, involving every player, coach and uniformed staff 
member in at least one community project throughout 
the season. The Giants community relations efforts 
touch more than half a million people each year. 

Each year, the non-profit Giants Community Fund 
provides more than $1 million to administer the 
Junior Giants youth baseball leagues, refurbish ball 
fields, and provide funding for the team’s major com- 
munity undertakings, such as Until Theres a Cure 
Day, Strike Out Violence Day and the Giants Summer 
Reading Program. In addition to supporting these 
public awareness campaigns the Fund also annually 
provides grants to charitable organizations in the areas 
of education/literacy, health and violence prevention. 

Since its inception in 1991, the Fund has donated 
more than $4 million to various community programs.

The 10th Annual Until There’s a Cure Day 
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Giants Media Information/Guidelines 


THE GIANTS MEDIA RELATIONS OFFICE: Located on the second level at SBC Park behind the press box, 
the Giants’ media relations department can be reached yia the media elevator or adjacent stairs from 
the Field Club (service) level walkway. 


ENTRY TO SBC PARK: Credentialed media must enter the ballpark through the Media Entrance near 
O'Doul Gate (next to the Giants Dugout Store) off Third Street, or at the Command Center at 2nd 
and King Streets. 


CREDENTIALS: Credentials will be issued only to legitimate media. Season credentials will be issued 
only to those news agencies that cover the Giants on a daily basis. All agencies that wish to cover the 
Giants must submit a written request on official company letterhead by mail, fax or e-mail. Media 
representatives who do not receive full-season Giants credentials may obtain single credentials for 
individual games, subject to availability, by contacting the media relations department at least +8 
hours in advance, All daily media credentials can be picked up at the Giants Administrative Building 
reception desk (adjacent to the Giants Dugout Store), located off Third Street through the glass doors 
at 24 Willie Mays Plaza. Credentials must be visibly worn at all times. 


BOB STEVENS PRESS BOX: The Bob Stevens Press Box is located on the Lower Box level of SBC Park, 
directly above Sections 113-117 of the lower bowl seating in the ballpark. The entrance to the press 
box, situated one level above street level, can be accessed via the media elevator or adjacent stairwell 
from the Field Club (service) level walkway. 


HODGES-SIMMONS BROADCAST CENTER: All broadcast booths for live game coverage are located at 
the Hodges-Simmons Broadcast Center on the AAA Club Level of SBC Park (one level above the Press 
Box), From the Field (service) level walkway, take the media elevator or adjacent stairwell to the AAA 
Club Level to access the broadcast booths, 


CLUBHOUSES: Both clubhouses are located on the Field Club (service) level of SBC Park. The Giants’ 
clubhouse is on the third base side, while the visitors clubhouse is on the first base side, Only cre- 
dentialed media with clubhouse access will be admitted. TV and still photographers are not allowed in 
the clubhouse prior to the game, while only TV cameras are permitted in the clubhouse during post-game 
(no still photographers). Training and weight rooms, as well as the club dining areas, are closed to every- 
one except players and club officials, The Giants clubhouse is open beginning three-and-a-half hours 
until 45 minutes prior to game time, and will re-open LO minutes following the conclusion of the game. 


FIELD ACCESS: Only credentialed media with field access will be allowed onto the field prior to the 
game. Due to SBC Park having the smallest foul territory behind home plate in Major League Baseball, we 
kindly ask all video and still photographers to stay on the warning track when shooting. All media must 
clear the field 45 minutes prior to game time. Access to the field is available on the Field Club (serv- 
ice) level only by one of three tunnels: the Giants’ dugout, the visitors’ dugout, or the media tunnel 
directly behind home plate. 


INTERVIEW ROOM: An interview room is located on the Field Club (service) level of the ballpark, 
between home plate and the Giants clubhouse, The room will be used for media conferences and 
other special interviews. 


DARKROOMS, STILL PHOTO LOCATIONS: The photo darkrooms and the Giants’ team photographers’ 
office are located on the Field Club (service) level of the ballpark between both clubhouses. In addi- 
tion, an auxiliary photographers’ work room for photo transmissions via telephone lines is available 
in the area adjacent to the umpires room on the service level. Limited photo locations are available 
at various field level areas, as well as in TV baskets situated on the AAA Club Level on both the first 
and third base sides. All still photo locations are reserved by contacting Giants team photographers, 
Martha Jane Stanton or Andy Kuno at (415) 972-1667, 


TV PHOTO LOCATIONS: Due to limited photo space, no TV cameras are guaranteed locations on the 


field level, All still photographers will have priority in these locations, However, TV cameras are wel- 
come if space permits, 
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LIVE SHOTS: Due to our downtown location, we do not have any ENG truck parking. If your organ- 
ization plans to transmit ANY live shots from inside SBC Park, please contact MediaOne Services 
(415/693-5000), which serves as the official broadcast services provider for the Giants and SBC Park. 


SAM SKINNER MEDIA LOUNGE: The Sam Skinner Media Lounge is located directly behind the broad- 
cast booths on the AAA Club Level of SBC Park. The lounge is open for pre-game meal service begin- 
ning two hours prior to game time to accredited media members only. Meal service concludes one 
hour alter first pitch, There will be a nominal charge for meals. 


PARKING: Due to SBC Park's downtown location, daily parking 1s on a first-come, lirst-served basis 
and is extremely limited. Please note that the Fourth Street Bridge will be closed for the 2004 season. |- 
280 and the Third Street "Lefty O’Doul Bridge” should be used as alternate routes. 


NON-SMOKING FACILITY: SBC Park is a smoke-free [acility with limited smoking areas, 


LIVE GAME-IN-PROGRESS BROADCASTS: Please be advised that no racio entity is allowed to file live in- 
game reports from SBC Park when the Giants host a game in which MLBS national radio rightsholder, 
ESPN Radio, is broadcasting, The ESPN Radio window of exclusivity begins 15 minutes prior to first 
pitch and concludes 15 minutes alter the game or when ESPN Radio completes its broadcast, whichev- 
er comes first. Live broadeasts by non-rightsholders during a game are permitted for the purpose of non 
play-by-play reporting of scores and game highlights, under the following guidelines; Reports must be 
confined to between-innings only, limited to 60 seconds in length, and limited to six per game. Radio 
and TV stringers must notify the Giants media relations department of their plans for such reports, A vio- 
lation of the above Major League Baseball guidelines may result in the revocation of media credentials, 


MEDIA HOTLINE: Late-breaking news and interviews with manager Felipe Alou and Giants players, 
taped alter every home game, are available for unlimited use by radio stations and newspapers in 
Northern California and throughout the country, The service ts available in both English (415-972- 
2474) and Spanish (415-972-2475). 


TELEPHONES: Fourteen charge-a-call phones are available in the press box. Media wishing to order 
temporary telephone lines should call Jill Nubbe, Telecommunications Coordinator for the San 
Francisco Giants. She can be reached at (415) 972-1717 or via e-mail at jnubbe@sfgiants.com, 


FREELANCE WRITERS AND PHOTOGRAPHERS: Freelance writers and photographers may not request 
their own credentials. The sports editor or managing editor of a publication employing the freelancer 
must provide a written credential request on official company lewerhead Jor specific games at least 
48 hours in advance of that game. 


WEBSITES: Due to the growth of on-line services and our limited number of press box seats, the 
Giants will only issue daily credentials to those website personnel affiliated with a major news gath- 
ering organization. 


NO AUTOGRAPHS: Media are not allowed to ask for autographs of uniformed personnel at SBC Park, 
Anyone violating this policy will be asked to leave the premises and will haye their credential revoked.

Giants Honor 
Three Sportswriting Legends 


The Bob Stevens Press Box at SBC Park will be a different place in 2004, as the upcoming season marks 
the first one in San Francisco Giants history that three local sportswriting legends won't be in attendance. 
The Giants would like to honor the three seribes—Leonard Koppeut, Dick O'Connor and Art 
Rosenbaum—for their dedication to journalism and Bay Area baseball. 


Leonard Koppett, 1923-2003 


Koppett, who was inducted into the National Baseball Hall of Fame in 1992, was con- 
sidered to be the dean of American Sportswriters until his death in June, 2003, The 
Moscow, Russia native was known best for his work with The New York Times, while 
also working for the New York Herald Tribune and the New York Post, After moving to 
the Bay Area in 1973 while working for The New York Times, he worked locally at the 
eninsula Times Tribune and the Oakland Tribune. He also authored several books, 
including the widely popular Thinking Fan's Guide to Baseball. 


Dick O’Connor, 1930-2003 


O'Connor covered the Giants from 1958-83 as the beatwriter for the Palo Alto Times— 
later the Peninsula Times—and had attended every San Francisco home opener. After 
he retired as a writer, the Utica, NY native worked as an official scorer for Major 
League Baseball, covering both Giants and Oakland As games. His last assignment was 
as a scorer for San Francisco’s National League Division Series versus Florida in 2003, 
prior to his death in December, 2003. 


Art Rosenbaum, 1912-2003 


Rosenbaum, whose journalism career spanned over 60 years, worked as a sportswriter 
and columnist and later served as the sports editor of the San Francisco Chronicle 
before his retirement in 1991. The San Francisco native began his newspaper career 
in 1929 as a high school senior, contributing to the Chronicle, He brought many of the 
Bay Area's great sports memories to life for his readers, from the World Series to yacht- 
ing to LO Olympics. Rosenbaum won awards lor his coverage and also worked as a 
special correspondent for Sports Illustrated. Prior to his death in December, 2003, he 
helped sponsor three annual scholarships for Bay Area high school sportswriters.
